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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument of pages 27-28 that Lee 
does not disclose a plurality of call managers is not persuasive because Lee in col. 4 lines 29-42 recite the gatekeeper being use to 
manage IP telephony for users clearly reads on the call manager and Fig. 1 which shows gatways 110, 114, 118 clearly reads on the 
plurality of call managers. In response to applicant's request for clarification of corresponding elements to the claim in page 28, the 
examiner interpreted the server 108 of Fig. 1 as corresponding to the line control process and the server 106 as corresponding to the 
device process controlling the telephony device. In page 28 applicant argued that the examiners interpretation of the claim not being 
consistent with the specification is not persuasive because examiner is not clear what elements and further limitations that is recited in 
the claims that is not shown in the prior art. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
